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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 

The Board of Selectmen wishes to extend our thanks to the many voters 
who were instrumental in helping ratify the Inter-Municipal Sewer 
Agreement. Negotiations for sewer services have been ongoing for many 
years and with concessions on the part of both Town and City, we now feel 
that we have a very workable contract. Passage of this Agreement has 
already brought about inquiries from parties interested in locating in 
Rutland Town and by having this Agreement, it should be so much easier 
to promote industrial and commercial development. 

Our Highway Committee should have a busy 1984 with all we have plan- 
ned. Along with the routine maintenance of our roads, we are looking at a 
major construction project on North Grove Street. Commencing just 
north of the Rutland Country Club Bridge, we will be relocating the road 
bed, ditching and installing a drain system. State Funds will play a big 
part in this project and it should bring about a much safer condition in an 
area we always felt was badly in need of upgrading. 

The Rutland Town Landfill has worked out well and from the State 
Reports it would indicate we are doing an excellent job at this site. With 
regard to the Landfill, your Board of Selectmen and the Planning Com- 
mission will be negotiating a contract with Vicon Recovery Systems in 
1984 relative to their processing our refuse. It is all very preliminary at 
this time, but as we progress, we will be keeping the Townspeople posted. 

In reviewing the Town Report, you will notice that our Rrecreation 
Commission had a very successful 1983. During the coming season, we 
will be finishing off two new ballfields at the Northwood complex and will 
be looking for voter approval to do some major improvements at Dewey 
Field. I am sure many of us enjoyed the facilities at both sites this past 
season and so hope that more of our Townspeople will take advantage of 
the various programs. 

Our Planning Commission has had an exceptionally busy year compil 
ing our new Zoning Regulations. The first draft is complete and being ap- 
proved by the Selectmen. Upon review of both the Selectmen and the 
Planning Commission, we will be in a position to hold Public Hearings 
and, hopefully, go to the Townspeople in early summer for voting. 

Once again, our Fire Department has done an excellent job and we do 
want to thank all the members for their dedication to our Town. Our 
Center Rutland Station is sporting a new pumper and from all reports, it 
is a piece of equipment we can be very proud of. We will be doing some 
roof repairing on the Center Rutland Station this year which is certainly 
overdue. There has been minor water damage, and we feel that the funds 
expended now should prevent more serious problems. 

We would like to welcome our new commercial establishments and in- 
dustry to Rutland Town and wish them much success in the years ahead.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL Dl RECTORS AN D ADMIN ISTRAT ION 

TO 

RUTLANDTOWN CITIZENS 

This year two new members have joined the School Board, Russell 
Melocik and Norman Cohen. They are replacing Robert Johnson and 
Gene Poplowski who retired after years of public service to the communi- 
ty. 

As a result of the first year's publication of the Rutland Town School 
newspaper, "The Post," we hope that you have become better informed 
about the many motivating and educational activities that take place at 
the school. We hope to publish six editions of "The Post" next year. 

We would like to add our congratulations and thanks to Mrs. Stella 
Boudreau, who was recognized by the Vermont Education Association 
and the National Education Association for her outstanding service to 
public education. For the past six years Mrs. Boudreau has been donating 
her mornings to help first graders at RTES. Mrs. Boudreau was first 
recognized by the Rutland Town Education Association for giving her 
faithful service to the children of our community. Her efforts, dedication, 
and love of children has truly made her a friend of education. 

For the second year we have had a daily, continuous K-8 Reading Pro- 
gram for all students. Our students’ reading skills continue to improve. 

Presently, we are in the process of revising and updating our K-8 
English curriculum. We hope to select a new English text by the end of 
this year and plan implementation by the 1984-85 school year. 

We are also developing a computer philosophy and curriculum. Ac- 
cording to the proposed public school approval standards, schools should 
provide all students with the opportunities to use microcomputers as part 
of the regular curriculum. We want our students well prepared to use 
computers to accomplish their curriculum objectives. Word processing, 
instructional software, communications, programming, calculations, 
how a computer works, and the impact of computers on society will all be 
part of this proposed course of study. 

This fall we held a Career Day for all 6 8 graders. Many members of our 
community volunteered an afternoon to help inform students aboout the 
pros and cons of their careers. We hope to hold another Career Day in the 
spring. 

During National Education Week we held an Open House at which over 
three hundred parents and grandparents visited the school and watched 
classes in action. Over one hundred parents ate a turkey dinner with their 
children. This high level of community involvement and interest can only 
help to improve our school. 


Through the efforts and organization of our music teacher, Mrs. Reeta 
Coughenour, we have purchased a new piano that was paid for totally 
with contributions. The Rutland Town PTO, the Rutland Town Band 



Boosters, Rutland South Rotary, and the Marble Valley players all con- 
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tributed. We would like to thank Mrs. Cougnenour and the organizations 
for their generosity. The piano was needed very badly and is a fine addi 
tion to our music program. 

Recently we hosted the District Junior High Band Festival. One hun 
dred and eighty music students gathered at the school for two days of in- 
tensive practice. An outstanding concert was given on Friday evening to 
three hundred people. Nineteen RTES students took part in the festival. 

In March, 1984, for the very first time, the Supervisory Union will spon- 
sor a Junior High Science Fair to be hosted by the Proctor School District. 
The objective is to prepare the students for the State High School Science 
Fair and to stress science in our school. 

Still focusing on the junior high students, a play COMING OF AGE, a 
musical drama about being thirteen years of age will be presented in the 
spring. 

Presently, we are having an engineering analysis done on energy con- 
sumption and our heating system. Although the town has approved 
$48,000.00 in revenue sharing funds for a storage heating system, we felt it 
was necessary to have a study prepared with bidding specifications to in- 
sure getting value for the money invested in any improvements. 

During this school year, the Supervisory Union has taken the first step 
toward computerization. Presently, most central office financial pro 
cedures are on disks.

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RECREATION COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 

A great deal of progress and record levels of participation marked the 
year 1983. The total spectrum of Recreational Activities serviced over 500 
children and adults. 

The Baseball Programs have developed a solid following. The Mitey- 
Mite portion of the program saw two teams emerge as champions. Car- 
dinals won the season and Expos won the tournament. Little League pro 
vided the same level of excitement with three teams in contention for first 
place honors with one week left in the regular 
season. The Little League Tournament was decided in the third game of 
a best of three series. The Giants proved to be true champions winning 
both the regular season and tournament play. Our Senior Babe Ruth pro 
gram experienced problems with a lack of participating towns. Our 13 
year-old group merged with West Rutland. The 14 and 15-year-old group 
came close to being a tournament contender. Both of our girls' softball 
teams had impressive seasons. The Bravettes 1 Team posted a perfect 
record clearly dominating the league. They won the regular season, and 
for the second year in a row, took first place honors in the tournament. 

Utilization of the pool facilities was beyond all expectations. The sum- 
mer weather was extremely conducive for this type of recreational ac 
tivity. Both sessions of swimming lessons were near capacity. The good 
weather allowed the pool to open for the Labor Day weekend. Our swim- 
ming and diving teams entered into a joint venture with the City par- 
ticipating in several meets as a single unit. 

The Arts & Crafts program was well received at both Dewey Field and 
Northwood Park. 

Construction of the two new balifields at Northwood Park commenced 
during the summer. The completion of this project is expected within six 
months. The Tot-Lot playground at Northwood Park was completed dur- 
ing the summer. Both projects were possible due to 50% Federal, 30% 
State funding and 20% Town support. The Recreation Commission would 
like to extend to all Town Residents an invitation to view these facilities. 
We would also encourage the people in the Town to take advantage of the 
Recreational activities and facilities available in the Town. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our deep appreciation to the Select- 
men, Coaches, employees and, in particular, the taxpayers for their con 
tinuing support, for without these ingredients, there would be no Recrea 
tional activities.

“Local Governments Finding New Ways To Do More With Us” 

The Rutland Regional Commission traditionally uses this space to tell 
you what we have done during the past year. This year, though, it is as im- 
portant to let you know how your contributions will be used during the next 
year. 

Past Year’s Efforts 

1 . Local Services: The Regional Commission identified an expanded local 
services program as its top priority for 1983-1984. Assistance on Communi- 
ty Improvement Grant Applications, local plans, and zoning regulations 
were among some of our activities. Data, resources and training were pro- 
vided to many towns, individuals and businesses. A detailed Regional Pro- 
file was printed which will be used by many organizations. 

2. Transportation: Work began on the data gathering phase of the Transit 
Development Plan update which will identify low-cost ways of moving peo- 
ple around the county. The Commission — operating under the belief that 
“if it’s not broken — don’t fix it — terminated the Rideshare Program and 
returned funds to the federal government; our study showed that rideshar- 
ing already works well — informally — and a formal system was not 
necessary. A planning study was begun to locate a potential corridor for a 
bypass southeast of Rutland City. 

3. Economic Development: The Regional Commission continued to work 
with area development organizations. The Rutland Region Economic In- 
dicator Series, providing useful information, was a year old during 1983. 

4. Solid Waste: The Regional Commission continued to work with the 
Rutland County Solid Waste District on preparing for the construction of 
the resource recovery plant. 

Next Year’s Program 

The Regional Commission’s agenda for next year is to insure that your 
community deals effectively with the dramatic changes we all face: the 
reduction in federal financial support for local services; the reduced public 
support for increased taxes to pay for public services; the needs to replace 
roads, bridges, sewers, water systems; the decrease in household size but 
increase in number of households; the number of us in a family who work, 
the general age of the population, and where we are living. All affect the 
way we do — and the cost of doing — business, be it public or private. 

To meet these changes the Rutland Regional Commission will continue 
to expand Its local services program. We will be the “country store’’ for 
local government — where you can get your questions answered, find the 
information you want, get the training you need. 

*We will help improve service delivery to town governments through con- 
sideration of a circuit rider program to share services of people with train- 
ing in road design, zoning administration, and local management. 

*We will provide more assistance for local planning through Project Plan- 
ning Grants to develop information on local housing, economic develop- 
ment and public facility needs and other programs to identify local pro- 
blems. 

*We will help develop non-traditional methods of financing services and 
programs such as cooperative purchasing, municipal mini-bonds and 
equipment sharing.

*We will move to increase opportunities for training and information 
distribution such as Town Manager, Selectmen’s roundtables, and more 
training programs. 

*We will work with you to get the federal and state governments to pro- 
vide greater program flexibility so you can do your jobs more efficiently 

Al our activities are based on the philosophy that its cheaper to do it 
together; that local governments can find new ways to do more with us 

Please join us in these efforts in 1984.

MARBLE VALLEY REGIONAL TRANSIT DISTRICT 

The 1983 fiscal year for the Marble Valley Regional Transit District (THE 
BUS) can genuinely be called our best year yet! There have been so many 
major improvements, it is very difficult to decide which should be men- 
tioned first. 

The most significant event was the formation of the Regional Transit 
District in January of 1983. Following the favorable response of the voters 
in Rutland City, Rutland Town and the Town of Proctor, steps were taken to 
form the District. On January ,11, 1983, the State Transportation Board ap- 
proved our application to form rhe. district. By March of 1983, the ground- 
work was complete to allow the district to take over The Bus Company, Inc. 
One of the first actions was to retain the name “THE BUS” as our trade- 
mark. 

Probably the most noticed improvement was the arrival of the new 
busses. This occurred on September 17, 1983. We were able to place into 
service five brand new 21 passenger busses on all of the fixed routes and 
one six passenger/four wheelchair vehicle into special services. 

In addition to the six new busses, the MVRTD also acquired three new 14 
passenger vans to use in a variety of special and contract services. 

With the arrival of the new equipment and the departure of the old junk 
equipment, the MVRTD is proud and pleased to have a substantially new 
fleet. 

In the same vein, the MVRTD moved into its new maintenance and ad- 
ministrative facility. This facility is currently being rented, however, the 
MVRTD has received a federal grant to assist in the purchase and the 
upgrading of this facility. 

Having this facility is a tremendous step forward for the MVRTD. In the 
past, the facility used for maintenance of the fleet has been rather lacking. 
With this new facility, we are able to implement our preventive maintenance 
program and, as a result, insure a long life out of our new fleet. 

Along with the new equipment and facilities, some of the member com- 
munities have seen an improvement in their service. 

There has been an increase in service to Castleton and Poultney by 30%; 
also, it should be noted, that ridership on the Castleton/Poultney route has 
increased. 

The service to Proctor and Rutland Town has been increased by 33% and, 
again, the ridership has steadily increased. 

The above mentioned increases in service also took into account the in- 
put of citizens of the various communities. This resulted in the trips being 
timed to best serve the communities needs. 

The MVRTD . . . THE BUS . . . has taken its role in the Rutland County com- 
munity very seriously and intends to continue to respond to the needs of the 
member communities. Some of our goals in the future will include the ex- 
ploration of possible routes within the member communities to move their 
citizens around the community, not just to and from other communities, to 
explore contract service with private businesses to bring senior citizens to 
their stores for shopping trips, to establish a “RIDE & SHOP” service to pro- 
mote the use of THE BUS when shopping and many other improvements to 
enhance riding THE BUS! 

It is important, before closing this report, that credit be given where 
credit is due. There are many reasons why the MVRTD has had a great year;

SOUTHWESTERN VERMONT AREA AGENCY ON AGING 
AND NUTRITION PROGRAM FOR THE ELDERLY 

The Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging would like to request 
$450 in funding support from Rutland Town for the coming year. This 
amount represents an increase of $50 over the amount we received this 
past year. However, it is the first increase we have asked for since 1981 and 
only begins to pay for services that we provide for the benefit of elders in 
your community. 

This agency appreciates the financial support provided by Rutland Town 
in the past. A look at our statistics from FY ’83 for Rutland Town will give 
you an idea of our service impact on elders in your community. With your 
help, we provided meals to 17 persons over 60 who were homebound and in 
need of delivered meal support. Our congregate meal program, offered at 
nearby mealsites, served 28 Rutland Town elders. Additionally, 26 in- 
dividuals 60 or over were assisted by our Senior Advocate staff. Advocates 
provided personal assistance aimed at helping elders in your community 
through the maze of public benefit assistance. Other services provided 
through the Area Agency included: 1) Long Term Care Ombudsman who 
assisted persons with concerns related to Nursing or Community Care 
Homes; 2) The Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly who worked through 
) Vermont Legal Aid, but was available to provide legal assistance to persons 

60 and over; 3) Funding support for Preventive Health Clinics offered on a 
monthly basis at the mealsites. We project that we will spend $10,200 dur- 
2 ing our current fiscal year to continue these service supports for Rutland 

1 Town elders. Although we do receive federal support to help provide our ser- 

vices, we are required to seek local monies from our area to meet our match 
requirement for those monies. That is why we need to ask for funding from 
1 your community. 

Again, we appreciate the past support from Rutland Town and look for- 
0 ward to an indication of continued support through the approval of this 

0 funding request.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of ill- 
ness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health of 
the public. In working toward this goal, the Health Department has provid- 
ed, or assured the provision of health services to communities across the 
state. Direct services are provided through 11 district field offices. During 
1983, citizens of Rutland Town received the following services from the 
district office in Rutland: 

12 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemen- 
tal foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 

I child or young adult received medical evaluation of individual health 
and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatment program. 

31 persons received assessment, information, and counselling 
through the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information 
and teaching of parenting roles through prenatal classes and home 
visiting services. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 1 child through the Handicapped Children’s program and/or the 
Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and 
control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety 
of substances. During 1983, the following laboratory services were provided 
to residents of Rutland Town: 

II blood tests to identify women needing immunization against Ger- 
man Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects, 

23 other diagnostic blood tests, 

170 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drink- 
ing water quality. 

The Dental Division provides services to local communities including in- 
stalling and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community and 
school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible children, and 
providing dental health education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to Ver- 
monters: 

67,952 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department 
clinics to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and in- 
fluenza. 190,277 doses were supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals and 46 nursing homes were inspected and licensed. 
5,583 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 

941 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 

390 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 445 contacts were traced 
by Epidemiology field investigators. 

125 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors’ and dentists’ offices were in- 
spected. 

50 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 100 voluntary consultative in- 
spections of Vermont industries were conducted. 

The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the dental 
care of 8.313 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance for 
12,397 children.

The UVM Extension Service is a combined effort of the University of Ver- 
mont and the U.S. Department of Agriculture to bring educational programs 
to the people of Rutland County. The areas in which programs are con- 
ducted are agriculture and related areas such as home grounds, home 
economics and nutrition, youth, resource and small business development 
and energy conservation. Energy outreach advisors are available to con- 
duct energy audits on homes in Rutland County providing information on 
energy conservation measures for homeowners. 

Funding: 

Funds for the UVM Extension Service come from three sources. Federal, 
38%; State, 48.9%, and from towns, 13.1%. Town funding is based on the 
town Grand List as compared to the County Grand List. State statutes are 
the basis for town contributions. 

Extension Service Advisory Board: 

A board comprised of 15 people from Rutland County advises the Exten- 
sion agents on programs to be carried out. Members are elected at the UVM 
Extension Service annual meeting held in April. The annual meeting notice 
is published in the Rutland Herald two weeks in advance and is open to the 
public.

THE VERMONT CENTER FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING’S 
1983 ANNUAL REPORT TO VERMONT TOWNS 

The Vermont Center for Independent Living is a private, non-profit 
organization which works to assist disabled Vermonters in increasing their 
independence. We work throughout the state with disabled individuals, 
their families and friends, other organizations and agencies, and the 
general public to reach this goal. 

VCIL was founded in 1979 by a group of Vermont’s most active disabled 
citizens. Our Center is managed and staffed primarily by persons who have 
disabilities — people who understand this unique experience first-hand. 
Our organization demonstrates that disabled people are best able to speak 
for themselves and make the decisions which affect their lives. Through 
providing people with information, helping them to learn to problem-solve, 
set goals and develop new skills, and through assisting them in expressing 
their needs and concerns effectively, we help disabled people develop self 
sufficiency and independence. 

VCIL has made major strides in the past year. As a result of needs ar- 
ticulated by people participating in our Peer Advocacy Counseling, Informa- 
tion and Referral, Community Advocacy, Client Assistance and Adaptive 
Equipment Programs, VCIL has just begun two new projects: a Housing 
Modification Project, which will provide information on accessible housing 
and will work to increase available funding for accessibility renovations, 
and an Information Compilation Project, which will catalog and analyze all 
services used by disabled Vermonters. Both projects are funded by the Ver- 
mont Developmental Disabilities Council of the Vermont Agency of Human 
Services. 

An external evaluation on VCIL's impact and effectiveness was done by 
the Center for Resource Management of Kingston, New Hampshire. The 
resulting 75 page study not only validated VCIL’s methods of program 
operations and organizational effectiveness but also demonstrated the 
tremendous positive impact that VCIL has had on disabled citizens, Ver- 
mont policy makers and service agencies in the past 3V2 years. 

VCIL began publishing its regular newsletter, Access Ability. This 
newsletter is sent to disabled Vermonters, human service providers, 
legislators, town clerks, and other interested individuals to tell them about 
issues affecting disabled people, the efforts going on to increase the 
strength, dignity and independence of this group and the work of the Ver- 
mont Center for Independent Living. 

During the past year, VCIL has provided support to over 1,083 disabled 
citizens. This support has occurred through long and short term, one-to-one 
peer counseling, the provision of information in all disability related areas 
and referrals to needed services through our Information and Referral 
System, and Community Advocacy’s work with local disability groups to 
help them increase the awareness of their friends and neighbors and make 
their towns more accessible. Through our Adaptive Equipment Project, not 
only have we let people know about equipment that will help them to live 
more independently but have also worked with state agencies and policy 
makers to improve the cost effectiveness and efficiency of the equipment 
purchases these agencies make for their clients. Our Client Assistance Pro- 
ject has helped clients of the Vocational Rehabilitation System (the main 
provider of employment-related training and services) secure better and 
more effective services. Finally, VCIL’s Nursing Home Project is just com-

disabled Vermonters who live in Vermont nursing homes. 

Some of VCIL’s programs may have worked directly with disabled people 
who live in your town. A resident may have met with a Peer Advocate 
Counselor or called our Information and Referral System to find out 
specific information or what other organization they should call for help 
with a particular problem, or maybe they are working with Vocational 
Rehabilitation and wanted our Client Assistance Project to help them work 
more effectively with their VR Counselor. Or maybe there is a disabled per- 
son in your community who is involved with a local disabled advocacy 
group who receives support from VCIL. There are many ways that a dis- 
abled person may receive direct assistance from the Vermont Center for In- 
dependent Living; these are but a few. 

According to latest figures, approximately 12% of Vermont’s population 
are people who have disabilities. In one way or another, all disabled 
citizens, their families, and friends receive indirect support from the work of 
VCIL. More than any other organization in the state, VCIL has had a tremen- 
dous impact on the ways in which policy makers more positively and 
respectfully approach the issue of disability. Through our discussions with 
the Vermont Agency of Human Services, the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, the administrators of Vermont’s nursing homes, personnel 
of major hospitals, community development agencies, legislators, and 
various other boards and agencies, VCIL has helped to improve both the 
understanding of disability issues and the accessibility of programs and re- 
sources needed by the disabled. During the past year we have just pro- 
duced the first comprehensive report on housing for Vermont’s disabled. 
This report is being utilized as a basis for housing advocacy activities 
throughout the state. Our Adaptive Equipment Project has been instrumen- 
tal in creating ways that Vermont state agencies can be more responsive to 
the equipment needs of disabled Vermonters. Community Advocacy’s re- 
search on employment for disabled Vermonters resulted in discussions 
with some of Vermont's major corporate employers on employment con- 
cerns of disabled Vermonters. This research will hopefully lead to in- 
creased employment opportunities for this group. These are but a few of the 
general effects that VCIL’s work has had. 

VCIL has provided direct services to 17 people in your town. We hope to 
be able to increase this level of service in the future. 

The existence of VCIL is important to disabled Vermonters. As you can 
see, we offer a wide variety of services to disabled Vermonters, their friends 
and their families. The work we do not only helps create concrete changes 
in the lives of disabled Vermonters but also on a more fundamental level 
changes the attitudes and awareness of both policy makers and the public 
at large. Through the support of VCIL, disabled people are afforded a host 
of resources to help them increase their strength, dignity and in- 
dependence.
